Gulfshore  bookstore  named 


The  Mississippi  Baptist  Convention 
Board  (MBCB)  on  August  24  recom¬ 
mended  submitting  a  proposed  2005 
Mississippi  Cooperative  Program  bud¬ 
get  of  $31,314,491,  for  a  vote  by  messen¬ 
gers  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  on 
October  26-27  at  First  Church,  Jackson. 

The  result  of  nearly  a  year  of  planning 
by  the  board's  budget  committee  and 
MBCB  department  directors,  the  2005 
proposal  reflects  a  1.49%  increase  over 
the  2004  budget.  Highlights  include  an 
increase  of  44.89%  for  the  Evangelism 
Department  and  an  increase  of  9.10%  for 
the  Mississippi  Woman's  Missionary 
Union.  The  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
portion  of  the  2005  budget  also  shows  an 
increase  of  1.49%  across  the  board,  and 
remains  steady  at  35%  of  the  total  budget.

Again,  praise  God  that  Jesus 
left  the  comforting  words  of  John 
14:1,  "Let  not  your  hearts  be  trou¬ 
bled."  He  was  advising  His  dis¬ 
ciples  not  to  worry  about  their 
existence  or  about  the  massive 
campaign  of  the  Pharisees  and 
Sadcrucees  to  rid  Israel  of  Jesus 
and  his  followers.  The  disciples' 
world  had  been  shaken:  (1)  the 
traitor,  Judas,  had  been  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  their  group;  (2)  Jesus  had 
announced  His  imminent  depar¬ 


ture;  and  (3)  He  had  predicted 
Peter's  denial.  No  wonder  their 
hearts  were  heavy.  How  .  won¬ 
derful  that  Christ's  comforting 
words  help  believers  face  the 
harshness  of  a  sinful  world  and 
soothe  our  quaking  hearts! 

In  order  to  claim  "joy,  joy,  joy, 
joy,  down  in  our  hearts/'  we  must 
fust  trust  in  Christ,  according  to 
His  Way,  for  salvation  Jesus  stat¬ 
ed,  "I  am  the  way,  the  truth,  and 
the  life"  (v.  6).  No  one  can  work 
his  or  her  way  into  Heaven-the 
eternal  home  where  Christ  is 
preparing  "many  mansions"  for 
those  wno  are  truly  His  (v.  2). 
Furthermore,  He  promises  to 
return  in  the  future  to  collect  all 
believers  of  all  ages  to  abide  with 
Him  forever.  Such  hope  is  the 
basis  of  eternal  peace  with  God. 

Jesus'  explanation  in  verse  6 
forever  dispels  alternate  "ways" 
to  enter  Heaven;  therefore,  we 
must  examine  our  theology  to 
make  sure  we  believe  His  truth. 
First  John  5:4-5  explains  salva¬ 
tion  thusly:  "For  everyone  bom 
of  God  overcomes  the 
world.... Who  is  it  that  over¬ 
comes  the  world?  Only  he  that 


believes  that  Jesus  is  the  Son  of 
God"  [NIV].  Hence,  those  per¬ 
sonally  believing  in  Jesus  as 
Savior  know  that  "life"  comes 
through  this  belief. 

Remember,  no  one  comes  to 
the  Father  except  through  Jesus 
Christ  (v.  6);  This  means  quite 
emphatically  that  saying  you 
believe  in  God  is  not  enough: 
Belief  in  Jesus  Christ  as  personal 
Savior  is  "the  ONLY  way,  the 
ONLY  truth,  and  the  ONLY  life" 
[emphasis  added].  Christ  is  the 
way  from  earth  to  heaven,  from 
dissatisfaction  to  satisfaction,  and 
fronfdamnation  to  salvation. 

He  reveals  the  truth  about 
God  the  Father  and  God  the 
Son  when  He  declares  "Believe 
me  when  I  say  that  I  am  in  the 
Father  and  the  Father  is  in  me" 
(v.  11).  Furthermore,  God 
empowers  believers  through 
answered  prayers  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  Jesus  Christ  (w. 
12-14).  What  a  blessing!

"Don't  plant  evidence  and  sub¬ 
vert  justice  by  falsifying  the  truth. 
Stop  complaining  about  your 
income,  and  be  satisfied  with  the 
salary  you  accepted  when  you 
were  hired."  John's  message  of 
repentance  emphasized  a  corre¬ 
sponding  change  in  lifestyle. 


Repentance  and  Life,  Luke 
3:10-14. 

Sinners  come  in  all  descrip¬ 
tions.  Some  people  unknowingly 
sin  by  hording  tne  surplus  goods 
they  possess  which  could  be 
used  to  meet  the  needs  of  others. 
How  should  repentance  affect 
their  behavior?  John  the  Baptist 
said,  "Give  away  that  extra  coat 
to  someone  who  has  none. 
Provide  meals  for  the  hungry  out 
of  your  excess."  Having  the 
means  to  be  a  blessing,  while  at 
the  same  time  refusing  to  be  a 
blessing,  is  sinful.  We  should 
repent,  and  change  that  behavior.

Repentance  and  the  Holy 
Spirit,  3:15-16. 

So  effective  was  John  the 
Baptist  that  many  began  to 
conclude  he  was  the  Messiah. 
John  addressed  their  misun¬ 
derstanding.  Unlike  himself, 
the  Christ  would  baptize  with 
the  Holy  Spirit  and  fire.  There 
is  a  difference. 

Did  not  Jesus  and  his  disciples 
baptize  with  water?  Indeed  they 
did,  but  the  baptism  of  Christ 
went  deeper.  The  Messiah's  bap¬ 
tism  was  transforming.  The  Holy 
Spirit  changed  the  nature  and 
character  of  believers.  The  Spirit 
took  up  residence  in  the  life  of  a 


convert  and  produced  change^ 
from  the  inside  out.  John  didn't  ] 
do  that. 

Those  who  place  their  faith  I 
in  Christ  are  drawn  to  do  so  by 
the  Holy  Spirit.  Salvation  is  a 
permanent,  lifelong  process  of 
transformation  which  has  a 
definite  beginning,  but  no  end. 
The  fire  symbolism  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  is  that  power  which 
purges  and  cleanses.  Impurities 
m  their  thinking  and  the  infec¬ 
tion  of  sinful  habits  from  an  old 
lifestyle  are  removed  from 
those  who  believe.  God  doesn't 
want  to  wipe  us  out  for  our 
misbehavior.  He  wants  to  wipe 
us  clean.  John  couldn't  do  that. 

John  said  of  himself  that  he 
was  a  "voice"  crying  out  in  the 
wilderness  who  prepared  the 
way  for  Messiah.  John  was  like  a 
highway  map.  The  map  only 
shows  us  the  way.  John  was  the 
map,  Jesus  is  he  "way".  There  is  a 
great  deal  of  difference  between 
knowing  Highway  49  goes  to 
Jackson  and  being  on  Highway 
49  going  to  Jackson.  We  may 
know  the  way,  but  how  many  of 
us  are  on  the  way?
